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ALGERIAN REP INTRODUCED IN GA DEC 4 DRAFT 33-POWER RES (L.7I4) 

WHICH WOULD RESTORE LAWFUL RIGHTS OF ROYAL GOVT OF NATIONAL UNION 
OF CAMBODIA IN UN, RECOGNIZE ITS REPS AS SOLE LAWFUL REPS OF 
CAMBODIA, AND EXPEL REPS OF LON NOL FROM SEAT THEY ILLEGALLY 
OCCUPY IN UN AND ALL ORGANS RELATED TO IT. KHMER FONMIN CALLED 
PROPOSED ACTION UNJUST AND DISCRIMINATORY AND VIOLATION OF FUNDAMENTAL 

CHARTER PRINCIPLES. REP OF BARBADOS STATED THERE WAS NO PRINCIPLE 
OR PRECEDENT IN INTERNATIONAL LAW TO JUSTIEY THIS UNWARRANTED 
INTERFERENCE, AND RES WAS IMPORTANT QUESTION REQUIRING TWO- 
THIRDS MAJORITY VOTE EOR ADOPTION. URUGUAYAN REP CALLED ON 
SPONSORS TO WITHDRAW RES. CHINA AND ALBANIA OPPOSED ANY DEFERRAL OF 
ACTION. RES WAS SUPPORTED BY COSPONSORS CHINA, MAURITANIA AND 
ROMANIA, AND OPPOSED BY REPS BOLIVIA, THAILAND, LIBERIA, BARBADOS, 

JAPAN, PARAGUAY AND URUGUAY. DISCUSSION TO CONTINUE DEC 5, WITH 
30 SPEAKERS STILL LISTED. 

ALGERIA - RAHAL FORMALLY INTRODUCED RES AND CHARGED 1970 COUP 
D'ETAT HAD OBVIOUSLY BEEN OF FOREIGN INSPIRATION AND CAMBODIAN 
PEOPLE HAD NOT ACCEPTED CHANGE OF REGIME. GA HAD DUTY TO 
RECOGNIZE SIHANOUK GOVT AS AUTHENTIC REP OF CAMBODIAN PEOPLE. HE 
COMPARED CHIREP ARGUMENTS WITH THOSE IN PRESENT CASE, AND 
CLAIMED CAMBODIA WAS TARGET OF US AND SAIGON REGIME. UN COULD 
NOT BE ACCUSED OE INTEREERING IN DOMESTIC AEFAIRS OF CAMBODIA 
ANY MORE THAN IT COULD HAVE BEEN ACCUSED OF INTERFERING IN 
DOMESTIC AFFAIRS OF CHINA WHEN IT RECOGNIZED PRC. CAMBODIA'S 
NEIGHBORS WERE NOT NEUTRAL BECAUSE THEY WERE UNABLE TO OPPOSE 
US INTERVENTION. RAHAL CLAIMED ALL MEMBERS OE SIHANOUK'S GOVT 
EXCEPT FONMIN WERE ON CAMBODIAN TERRITORY. 

KHMER REPUBLIC - EONMIN LONG BORET REEERRED TO ELECTED GOVT, 

POINTED OUT THERE HAD NOT BEEN CHANGE OF GOVT BUT ONLY CHANGE OF 
HEAD OF STATE, AND SAID SIHANOUK HAD DEMANDED VC AND NORTH VIETNAMESE 
TROOPS ATTACK HIS OWN COUNTRY. KHMER PEOPLE "REPUDIATED" PRINCE, WHO 
WAS NOW IN PEKING AND RECENTLY STATED HE INTENDED TO REMAIN THERE. 

ONLY FOUR OF 23 PROVINCES WERE OCCUPIED PERMANENTLY BY VC AND NVN 
FORCES AND THEIR KHMER ROUGE PROTEGES. THERE WERE NO US TROOPS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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IN KHMER REPUBLIC, AND EONMIN ASKED FROM WHOM SIHANOUK WISHED TO 
"LIBERATE" KHMER TERRITORY EXCEPT FROM KHMER PEOPLE. NVN AND 
THEIR KHMER ROUGE ALLIES REJECTED JULY 1973 PROPOSAL FOR CEASEFIRE 
AND NEGOTIATED SETTLEMENT. LONG BORET ASKED HOW UN RESES WOULD 
BE APPLIED BY GOVT SITUATED ON EOREIGN TERRITORY. HE SAID KHMER 
PEOPLE WOULD NOT BE INTIMIDATED BY "CAMPAIGN OE LIES AND 
DISTORTIONS", NOTING THAT QUESTIONING OF ABOUT 60 PEOPLE DEMONSTRA- 
TING AT UN AGAINST HIS GOVT SHOWED THEY WERE CHINESE, NOT KHMER. 

PROPOSED ACTION WAS UNJUST AND DISCRIMINATORY, VIOLATION OE 
FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLES OF CHARTER, AND COULD ONLY PROLONG 
WAR AND SUFFERING OE KHMER PEOPLE AND CREATE PRECEDENT WITH 
SERIOUS CONSEQUENCES EOR ALL MEMBER STATES. 
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CHINA - HUANG HUA CHARGED US AND SAIGON AUTHORITIES SENT TROOPS 
TO INVADE CAMBODIA, SIHANOUK HAD CALLED ON PEOPLE TO TAKE UP 
ARMS AGAINST FOREIGN INVADERS, AND SINCE THEN CAMBODIAN PEOPLE 
FOUGHT VALIANTLY. HE SPOKE OF SIHANOUK'S WARM WELCOME ON INSPECTION 
TOUR OF LIBERATED AREAS, WHICH COMPRISED OVER 90 PERCENT OF 
TERRITORY. HE CALLED LON NOL CLIQUE "HANDFUL OF NATIONAL SCUMS " 

WHO BETRAYED THEIR PEOPLE AND MAINTAINED PRECARIOUS EXISTENCE 
ONLY BY RELYING ON "SHOT IN ARM " GIVEN BY IMPERIALISM. FOREIGN 
POWER HAD CROSSED VAST OCEAN TO CARRY OUT ARMED AGGRESSION 
AGAINST INDOCHINA. IT WAS ALSO DEPLORABLE SUPERPOWER PROFESSING 
FULL SUPPORT TO CAMBODIAN PATRIOTS REFUSED RECOGNIZE GRUNK AND 
CONTINUED MAINTAIN DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS WITH LON NOL CLIQUE. 

HUANG HUA OPPOSED ANY DEFERMENT OF UN ACTION, AND DECLARED NO 
JUSTICE-UPHOLDING COUNTRY SHOULD SIT IDLY BY AND "ALLOW TRAITOROUS 
PUPPET CLIQUE IMPOSED ON CAMBODIAN PEOPLE BY FOREIGN FORCES TO 
CONTINUE TO USURP ITS SEAT ILLEGALLY." TOTAL COLLAPSE OF LON NOL 
CLIQUE WAS NOT FAR OFF, HE DECLARED. 

BOLIVIA - URRIOLAGOITIA NOTED SIHANOUK'S REMOVAL FROM OFFICE WAS 
BASED ON SERIOUS CHARGES HE ALLOWED NVN TO VIOLATE CAMBODIAN 
NEUTRALITY, AND SIHANOUK CONTINUED LIVE ON FOREIGN SOIL AS 
GUEST OF PEKING. HE BELIEVED DRAFT RES CALLING FOR SEATING 
SIHANOUK GOVT WOULD CREATE DANGEROUS PRECEDENT, AND SAID UN 
SHOULD GIVE MORAL SUPPORT TO LEGITIMATE GOVT OF KHMER REPUBLIC. 

ALBANIA - MALILE URGED ALL DELS VOTE FOR DRAFT RES AS CONTRIBU- 
TION TO PEACE AND SECURITY IN SE ASIA AND BLOW AGAINST "IMPERIAL- 
ISM". HE OPPOSED ANY ATTEMPT TO POSTPONE ACTION TO OUST LON NOL 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CLIQUE, WHICH, HE SAID, HAD BEEN PUT IN POWER, AND MAINTAINED 
THERE, BY "AMERICAN IMPERIALISTS". US HAD WANTED TURN CAMBODIA 
INTO "SATELLITE", AND USSR ACCEPTED "REACTIONARY COUP D'ETAT" AND 
RECOGNIZED LON NOL GROUP UNTIL RECENTLY. DENYING ITEM WAS INTER- 
FERENCE IN INTERNAL AFFAIRS, HE DECLARED IT WAS EFFORT TO END 
"ABNORMAL" SITUATION - ONLY INTERRFERENCE IN INTERNAL AFFAIRS 
HAD BEEN FROM US. 

THAILAND - PANYARACHUN, OPPOSING DRAFT, SAID GA WAS BEING ASKED 
NOT ONLY TO IMPOSE ARBITRARY CHOICE ON KHMER PEOPLE BUT ALSO TO 
APPROVE DECISION OF ONE PARTY TO "PURSUE FRATRICIDAL WAR TO ITS 
BLOODY CONCLUSION ". INSTEAD OF ENCOURAGING PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT, 
SPONSORS WERE URGING CONTINUED FIGHTING. OTHER SIDE WAS STILL 
INTENT ON IMPOSING MILITARY SOLUTION. HE REGRETTED THERE SEEMED BE 
MANY WHO WERE NOT WILLING TO ACCEPT FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLE OF 
SELF-DETERMINATION WHEN IT APPLIED TO SMALL, PEACE-LOVING NATION 
IN SEA ASIA. HE THOUGHT VIEWS OF PEOPLE IN REGION SHOULD BE 
CONSIDERED, I.E. THAT KHMER PEOPLE THEMSELVES SHOULD BE ALLOWED 
TO SOLVE OWN POLITICAL PROBLEMS FREE FROM FOREIGN INTERFERENCE, 

AND UN SHOULD TAKE NO ACTION WHICH WOULD PREJUDGE DECISION. 

MAURITANIA - EL HASSEN, CALLING FOR ADOPTION OF RES, DREW 
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PARALLEL BETWEEN CURRENT SITUATION IN CAMBODIA AND COLONIAL 
SITUATIONS IN AFRICA. COUNTRY WAS "UNDER EOREIGN OCCUPATION," 
AND UN SHOULD NOT LOOK AT MAT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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UNCLAS SECTION 2 OF 4 USUN 5381 

UNDIGEST 

LIBERIA-POINTING OUT TRANSITION OE ONE GOVE TO ANOTHER 
WITHIN CONTRY WAS TRADITIONALLY FUNCTION OF DOMESTIC POLITICS, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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BARNES STATED FRAMERS OF CHARTER SPECIFIED UN SHOULD NOT 
INTERFERE IN INTERNAL AEFAIRS. KHMER PEOPLE SHOULD BE 
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ALLOWED SETTLE OWN PROBLEMS PEACEFULLY, WITHOUT OUTSIDE 
INTERFERENCE. UN SHOULD NOT PREJUDGE SITUATION AND LET 
ITSELF BE DRAWN INTO WHAT WAS ESSENTIALLY DOMESTIC CONFLICT. 

INTERNVENTION, HOWEVER WELL INTENTIONED, COULD RESULT 
IN "DISASTER". IT WOULD ESTABLISH PRECEDENT THAT COULD 
"ENCOURAGE PLETHORA OF SELF-PROCLAIMED GOVTS" TO SEEK 
UN RECOGNITION. UN SHOULD NOT BECOME "TOOL" FOR POLITICAL 
OBJECTIVES, BUT SHOULD TRY TO GET OPPOSING FACTIONS IN 
KHMER REPUBLIC TO RESOLVE THEIR PROBLEMS PEACEFULLY. 

-STATEMENT BY BARBADOS- 

BARBADOS-WALDRON-RAMSEY NOTED MEMBER STATES WHICH WERE 
VIOLATING SOVEREIGN RIGHTS OF DEVELOPING, NON-ALIGNED 
COUNTRY OF KHMER REPUBLIC WERE THEMSELVES ALL NON-ALIGNED 
DEVELOPING NATIONS, HAILING PRINCIPALLY FROM AFRICA. 

HE WAS PAINED TO DECLARE THAT THEY COMMITTED "GRIEVOUS 
ERROR OF FRATRICIDE" BY SEEKING "TO SIT IN SELF-RIGHTEOUS 
JUDGMENT" ON KHMER GOVT AND PEOPLE. "BEFORE WE POINT FINGER 
OF ACCUSATION AT ANOTHER STATE, WE SHOULD EXAMINE GROUNDS 
OF LEGITIMACY OF OUR OWN GOVTS", HE DECLARED. GOVTS OF 75 
PERCENT OF COSPONSORS HAD OWN LEGITIMACY QUESTIONED BY FACTIONS 
INSIDE THEIR GEOGRAPHICAL BORDERS OR SOJOURNING OUTSIDE 
FOR FEAR OF DETENTION. PROPOSAL TO DISCUSS INTERNAL AFFAIRS 
OF KHMER REPUBLIC "IS AS DANGEROUS AS IT IS UNLAWFUL". 

THERE WAS NO PRINCIPLE OR PRECEDENT IN INTERNATIONAL LAW 
TO JUSTIFY THIS UNWARRANTED INTERFERENCE. CASE OF COSPONSORS 
RESTED SOLELY ON TENDENTIOUS NOTION THEY DID NOT LIKE 
LON NOL GOVT. HIS NON-ALIGNED CONFERNCE COLLEAGUES BASED 
THEIR ARGUMENT ON CONTENTION PRINCE WAS DETHRONED AS RESULT 
"SOME FOREIGN IMPERIALIST PLOT" EMANATING, PRESUMABLY 
FROM US. HIS GOVT, AS NOW CONSTITUTED, COULD NOT BE ACCUSED 
OF HOLDING ANY BRIEF FOR USG, BUT USG DID NOT OVERTHROW 
PRINCE; HE WAS CONSTITUTIONALLY DIVESTED OF HIS POWERS BY 
TWO CHAMBERS OF KHMER PARLIAMENT, NOT BY HIS ARMED 
FORCES "OR PLOTS BY CIA OR MI5 OR KGB". 

CONTINUING, WALDRON RAMSEY SAID IF GA ADOPTED DRAFT RES 
IT WOULD "ASCRIBE TO ITSELF SUPRANATIONAL POWERS, WHICH 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WOULD CONDEMN KHMER PEOPLE TO BE RULED AND MASTERED" FOR 
REST OF THEIR LIVES BY ROYAL MONARCH. "IF WE DO THIS TO 
KHMER REPUBLIC, WHO WILL BE NEXT?" HE ASKED. 

WOULD GA NEXT YEAR SAY KINGDOM OF BARBADOS SHOULD CEASE 
TO BE MONARCHY? SHOULD GA BRING BACK CONSTANTINE OF 
GREECE AND FAROUK LINE OF EGYPT? AND WHAT ABOUT KING IDRIS 
OR CZAR OF ALL RUSSIAS? ANY RES CONCERNING QUESTION WAS 
IMPORTANT QUESTION UNDER CHARTER AND WOULD REQUIRE TWO- 
THIRDS MAJORITY FOR ADOPTION, HE CONCLUDED. 
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ROMANIA-ENE THOUGHT ONLY ROYAL GOVT WAS CAPABLE OF 
EXPRESSING LEGITIMATE ASPIRATIONS OF CAMBODIAN PEOPLE. 

DRAFT RES WAS AIMED AT REDRESSING INJUSTICE TO MEMBER 
STATE AND ENDING INTERFERENCE IN ITS AFFAIRS. UN HAD 
BEEN EORCED TO RECOGNIZE GOVT IMPOSED ON CAMBODIA FROM 
OUTSIDE. 

JAPAN-SAITO SAID "PARADOX " THAT MOST SPONSORS OF DRAFT 
RES WERE PREDOMINANTLY FROM OUTSIDE ASIA SHOULD NOT BE 
OVERLOOKED. ASIAN COUNTRIES WANTED THEIR OWN VIEWS ON QUESTION 
TO BE HEARD AND RESPECTED. DRAFT RES WAS "ONE-SIDED AND 
UNFAIR" AND DID NOT RESPECT FREE GOVT AND 

SELF-DETERMINATION OF KHMER PEOPLE. IT WOULD CREATE PRECEDENT 
FOR "ALLOWING VAGARIES OF INTERNATIONAL POLITICS TO DETERMINE 
FATE OF ANY ESTABLISHED NATIONAL GOVT WHICH IS CHALLENGED

HE APPEALED TO COSPONSORS TO LISTEN TO "VOICE OF ASIA" 

ON PROBLEMS CONCERNING ASIA. 

PARAGUAY-BARREIRO STATED DRAFT RES SOUGHT TO IMPOSE GOVT 
ON KHMER REPUBLIC AGAINST WILL OF PEOPLE, AND ITS SPONSORS 
COULD ONE DAY BE VICTIMS OF SIMILAR PROPOSAL. SELF- 
DETERMINATION OE PEOPLE WAS ESSENTIAL FOR PEACE, BUT 
INSTEAD OF TRYING TO OBTAIN PEACE, UN WOULD BE FAVORING 
"CHAOS".

REGARDING REGISTRATION AND MOON TREATY. IN LIGHT POTENTIAL 
OF REMOTE SENSING BY SATELLITE OF EARTH RESOURCES, QUESTION 
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OF DATA DISSEMINATION AND UTILIZATION HAD GAINED INCREASING 
IMPORTANCE AS MAIN EEATURE OF INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION 
IN AREA. HE POINTED OUT IMPORTANCE ATTACHED, PARTICULARLY

BY 97-0-4(ISRAEL, PORTUGAL, CUBA, US), COMITE ADOPTED DRAFT RES 
(L.964, AMENDED BY L.966/REV.I AND L.970) WHICH INVITES ALL 
PARTIES TO ARMED CONFLICTS TO OBSERVE APPLICABLE INTL HUMANITARIAN 
RULES AND TO ENCOURAGE INSTRUCTIONS BE GIVEN TO ENSURE OBSERVANCE. 
US REP SAID US SUPPORTED PARTS OE RES ENDORSING ICRC WORK AND 
WELCOMING DIPLOMATIC CONFS BUT ABSTAINED SINCE "AN INAPPROPRIATE
